Huerta of Mexico has obtained a loan 
of $2,600,000 in Paris, chiefly, according 
to circumstantial reports, through the 
influence of the chiefs of the Catholic 


party. 

The Most Rev. Jose Mora, Archbishop 
of the State of Mexico, it is understood, 
came to Europe recently partly on this 
acocunt. The loan was presumably on 
short term bills to be repaid out of the 
proceeds of the unissued portion of the 


loan arranged last spring. 


Request for Warship. 
The Foreign Office here received a 


‘telegram from the French Legation at 
Mexico City suggesting that a warship 
be sent to Mexico. 

Following the practice of sending a 
warship when a French colony requests 
it, one of the French vessels atready in 
American waters will likely be detailed 
to, Mexico.

FORTUNE TELLER PAYS 
$50 LICENSE FOR MONTH 


Permit Issued in County and Fee 
Was Intended to Be 
Prohibitive. 

Mrs. F. Dettloff of 8909 South 
Broadway, by paying $50 to the coun- 


ty clerk at Clayton Thursday, became 
the only licensed fortune teller in St. 
Louis county. The permit is good for 
one month. 

The County Court, in 1908, to rid St. 
Louts county of fortune tellers and 
clairvoyants, fixed the license fee at 
$50 a month. Since then only one for- 
tune teller took out licenses, and she 
formerly operated at Delmar Garden. 

Presiding Justice Wiethaupt said 
the license of $50 would be continued. 
St. Louis county did not want any in- 
flux of clairvoyants and fortune tell- 
ers who would be driven out of St. 
Louls under the operation of the new 
fortune telling ordinance, he said.

Says Idea That They Would 
Vote Dry Is Mistaken One. 


A banner inscribed “Votes for Wom- 
en” will float over the German Village, 
a beer garden, in the Cherokee street 
fair, which is to open Saturday and con- 
tinue through next week and the Sun- 
day following. 

Leaders in the suffrage campaign, who 
made this announcement Thursday, were 


jubilant over the success of Mrs. Edith 
Burriger, secretary of the St. Louis 
Equal Suffrage League, in getting not 
only recognition and space, but generous 
recognition and ample space, in fhe fair, 
where it was at first feared that no ac- 
commodations could be obtained for 
such a purpose. 

They were also enthusiastic in their 
commendation of Fred Sebastian, who 
cpened his garden to them free of cost 
after others had refused to rent them 
space, and who has promised them ev- 
ery facility they need, and police proiec- 
tion, if they desire it. 


Decorations Being Put Up. 

The fair is to be given by the Chero- 
kee street merchants and will extend 
along the business section of the street, 
west of South Eighteenth street. Places 
of business are being decorated and re- 
areshment stands and tents are being 
put up. 

The suffragists attracted so much at- 
tention with their exhfbit in the Frank- 
lin avenue carnival that they determined 
to have an exhibit in the Cherokee street 
fair. But when Mrs. Bearriger went 
to losk for a -location, she round seri- 
ous obstacles. 

Cherokee street is in the Tenth Ward 
and the feeling toward women suffrage 
there is somewhat the same as that 
which was shown by delegates to the 
German-American Alliance convention 
at the Planters’ Hotel last week. 

So, when Mrs. Barriger went from 
place to place asking for space for the 
women’s exhibit, she was told at some 
places that there was no room, and 
at other places was informed plainly 
that the suffragists were not desired. 

By the time she got to Sebastians 
garden at Jefferson avenue and Cher- 
okee street Mrs. Barriger was nearly 
discouraged. She went up to the par 
and told the white-aproned man stand- 
ing there of her desire to find exhibit 
space for the Equal Suffrage League. 
Sebastian is to be known as the Ger- 
man Village next week. 

“There’s no room around here yor suf- 
fragettes,’’ said the man, and . Bar- 
riger went out. A moment later she 
was stopped by two youths, who had 
run after her with the message that 
the proprietor of the garden wished to 
see her. 

Sebastian greeted her as she returned, 
and told her that his bartender had ex- 
ceeded his authority in refusing her re- 
quest. 

“You can have all the space you want 
here,” Sebastian went on. “I’!] make al- 
terations, if you wish, and it won’t cost 
you a cent, and if you want police pro- 
tection, I think I can get it for you.” 


Mrs. Barriger gladly accepted the 
offer, and she is busy, together with 
Mrs. John Lowes, president of the 
League, Mrs. David O'Neil, Miss Ann 
Drew, Mrs. W. C. Fordyce and Mrs. 
Hans Toenisfeldt, in Preparing the 
banners, literature and other materia] 
for the exhibit. 

South St. Louls Women to Aid. 

Besides the women mentioned, who 
live in the West End, there will be a 
corps of South St. Louis suffragists 
at the fair. Some of these are Mrs. 
B. F. Burch, Mrs. W. W. Boisselier, 
Miss Agnes Schulenburg, Mrs. Emma 
Oppenheimer, Miss Emma Litzig, Mrs. 
Anthony Ittner, Mrs. Richard Kring, 
Mrs. Katherine Davis, Mrs. Atlanta 
Hecker, Mrs. Herman Faber, Mrs. 
Bertha Guggenheim, Mrs. A. Poeppen 
and Mrs. J. Johansen. 

“Some of the feeling in Sé6uth St. 
Louis against woman suffrage,”’ said 
Mrs. Barriger to a reporter, “has been 
due to the idea that if women have the 
ballot they will use it to vote the State 
dry. We intend to convince people that 
this is not true, and that in fact the 
women voters may save the State from 
going dry, as they will favor local reg- 
ulation of the liquor business, and not 
prohibition.”

She said 
she feared to tell her husband, but 
that when Paul made another attack 
recently her secret was too burdensome

“My husband wrote down what I told 
him,”’ said Mrs. Keith. “He said he 
would stand by me and wouldn’t kill 
Paul. Neither of us could sleep last 
night after I told him the story and 
we lay awake until 4:30 o’clock this 
morning. Then he dressed and went 
out, saying he would return at 10 o’clock 
and we'd talk it over. That was the 


last I saw of him till I found him in 
jail.” 


EPISCOPAL CONVENTION 
TO BE HELD HERE IN 1916 


House of Deputies Votes for 
Next Gathering in St. Louis, 
but Bishops Must Ratify. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 1b.—The House of 
Deputies of the Protestant Episcopal 
Chureh, tn triennial géneral cohvention 
here, voted today to hold the next gen- 

eral convention at St. Louis in 1916 

The decision must be ratified by the 
House of Bishops. Indications were that 
this would be done. 

St. Louis was selected unanimously 
after it had been recommended by the 
committee having the matter in charge. 
The convention will open on the sec- 
ond Wednesday:in October. 

The House of Deputies decided today 
that the church should extend its mis- 
sionary work hereafter to immigrants 
and their children. Several of the lead- 
ers characterized this action as the 
greatest @dvance the church had ever 
made toward a broad realization of its 
mission. . 


The triennial conveniton is one of 
the largest regular ecclesiastical 
meetings held anywhere in the world. 
It is attended by all the bishops of the 
church, and by clerical and lay dele- 
gates from every diocese. It sits in 
two houses, the House of Bishops and 
the lower house, in which clergymen 
and laymen are equally represented. 

The Diocese of Missouri, consisting of 
St. Louis and Eastern Mississippi, is 
represented in the present New York 
convention by four ministers and four 
laymen. The ministers are the Rev. 
James Wise of Holy Communion 
church, the Rev. Z. B. T. Phillips of 
St. Peter's, the Rev. J. Courtney Jones 
of Old Orchard and the Rev. Edmund 
Duckwerth of the Church of the Re- 
deemer. The lay degeates are F. J. Mc- 
Master, G. A. Randolph, E. C. Carter 
and T. K. Skinker. 


BOY WHOSE HORSE AUTO 
FRIGHTENED GETS $5000 


Lee Roy Huerner’s Skull Frac- 
tured When Thrown as N. 
O. Vegely’s Machine Passed. 


A verdict for $5000 damages in favor of 
Lee Roy Huerner, 8 years old, son of 
John P. Huerner of Kirkwood, and 
against Norman O. Vegely, an architect 
of Webster Groves, was returned by a 
jury in Judge Wurdeman’s court at 
Clayton Thursday. The boy’s skull was 
fractured Nov. 12 last, when a horse 
he was riding became frightened at 
Vegely’s automobile and threw him. The 
suit was for $15,000. 

The boy’s skull, which was trephined 
by surgeons, was an exhibit in the suit. 
It was testified that the injury would 
always make him especially liable to 
injuries of the head from slight causes, 
and that he could not play games with 
other boys for fear of being killed by 
what would be, to another boy, a trivial 
injury. The surgical and hospital ex- 
penses were $600, it was stated. 

The speed of Vegely’s car was also an 
issue in the case, and Vegely denied 
that he was running 2% miles an hour, 
as was testified, and said an accident 
which he had had with his tire made 
the machine noisy, causing the horse to 
be frightened.

HUSBAND NEGLECTS 
TO BURY WIFE. BODY 
HELD 11 MONTHS 


Wagoner Undertaking Co. Asks! 
Court to Allow Intermént of 
Hotel Fire Victim. 


Because the husband of Mrs. Pearl 
A. MacFadden, who lost her life in the 
Berlin Hotel fire Nov. 1, failed to au- 
thorize her burial, the body has lain 


in the mausoleum of the Wagoner Un- 
dertaking Co., 3621 Olive street, since 
Dec. 1, when it was removed from the 
city morgue. 

Unable to communicate with the hus- 
band, Carl K. MacF adden, an oil dealer, 
George C. R. Wagoner, president of the 
undertaking company, appeared before 
Probate Judge Holtcamp Thursday and 
obtained an order permitting the use of 
$20 from Mrs. MacFadden’'s estate to 
defray the expense of interring the body. 

Wagoner said he made diligent effort 
to see MacFadden for several months, 
but could not find. him, and that it is 
believed the husband has left the city. 

Shortly after Mrs. MacFadden’s body 
was received at the undertaking estab- 
lishment the husband, Wagoner said, 
promised to attend to her burial and 
took charge of her estate as adminis- 
trator, but he has neglected to do more, 
and has not called for several months. 

Wagoner also presented a claim 
against the estate amounting to $267, ..- 
cluding $100 for a casket and $97 mauso- 
leum fee at % cents a day. Some inci- 
dentals also are itemized. Wagoner said 
that MacFadden had agreed to waive on 
this claim and allow it to be paid with- 
out contest, but had neglected this also. 

An inventory of Mrs. MacFadden’s 
property places it value at $900, consist- 
ing mostly of diamonds and jewelry, 
which were found in her room at the 
hotel after the fire. She was a guest at 
the hotel. Her husband was out of the 
city when the fire occurred. Her mother 
and four brothers live in Oswego, Kan., 
and a sister lives in Kansas City, Mo. 


FINK IS EXPECTED 
TO PLEAD GUILTY 


Case Against Belleville Banker 
to Be Called Late Today 


or Tomorrow. 

An embezzlement charge against Hen- 
ry J. Fink, the Belleville private bank- 
er, whose accounts involving hundreds 
of thousands of dollars have been found 
to be hopelessly tangled, is to be heard 
in the Circuit Court in Belleville Thurs- 
day afternoon or Friday morning. Per- 
60ns closely connected with the case be- 
lieve Fink has arranged to plead guilty 
and take a sentence which, under the 
law, would be imprisonment in the Ches- 
ter Penitentiary for an indeterminate 
period between one and fourteen years. 

According to one version, Fink was to 
appear in court at 4 p. m. Thursday, 
plead gullty and be taken forthwith to 
the State prison at Chester. 

Fink’s attorney, R. W. Ropilequet, 
refused to cunfirm or deny this gtory. 

If the plan is carried out it is not 
known which of several charges of em- 
bezzlement will be the basis of the prose- 
cution. The charge on which he was 
arrested was that he had converted to 
his own use $1500 received from Joseph 
Bier, a Belleville dairyman. 

Bier had turned over the $1500 to Fink 
for investment and it had been lent to 
Homer Greer on a mortgage. It is 
charged that when Greer paid off the 
mortgage Fink did not return the money 
to Bier,

MRS. EATON WAS 
IFALOUS, ASSERTS 
“HER PROSECUTOR 


State Attorney in Trial for Mur- 
der of Admiral Says Suspi- 
cion Was Unfounded. 


PLYMOUTH, Maas., Oct. 16.—The pre- 
liminaries over, the trial of Mrs. Jennie 
May Eaton, charged with the murder of 
her husband, Rear-Admiral Joseph G. 
Eaton, began today. The courtroom Was 
filled with spectators eager to hear the 
outline of the Government's case, to be 
presented by Assistant District Attorney 
Fred A. Katzmann. It was expected 
that the opening statements of counsel 
would be completed and the first wit- 
nesses heard before night. 

Miss Dorothy Ainsworth, younger 
daughter of Mrs. Eaton by her first 
marriage, has arrived here to testify 
early in the trial. 

She was summoned by the prosecution 
and last night held a consultation with 
District Attorney Barker. Her sister, 
Mrs. June Keyes, planned to come here 
today. 

“The prosecution expects to show,” 
said Katzmann, ‘“‘that Mr. Eaton met 
his death at the hands of his wife by 
administration of poison. The common- 
wealth expects the jury to render a 
verdict of guilty of murder in the first 
degree, if the act is shown to have 
been committed by a rational being.”’ 

Katzmann indicated that jealousy was 
the motive for the alleged crime. He 
recounted the incidents of the Admiral’s 
courtship and his marriage to Mrs. 
Faton and told of unsettled life In the 
household. 

“This resulted,” ‘he said, “in Mrs. 
Baton becoming irrascible and develop- 
ing the temperament which has brought 
her to her present pass. One form of 
this temperament was unfounded jeal- 
ousy.”’ 

For years, he said, Mrs. Eton had tried 
continually to have her husband ad- 
judged insane. The foundation for these 
attempts, he said, was Mrs. Paton’s ac- 
cusation in the summer of 1908 that her 
husband had poisoned a child adopted by 
them the previous spring. According to 
Katzmann, Mrs. Eaton. wrote to Prof. 
Whitney, the Harvard medical chemist, 
to whom the child’s stomach was sent 
for examination: “I rely upon you if 
finding poison in the stomach to have 
my husband declared insane.” 

The official report, however, showed 
that death was due to natural causes. 

The death of the child was followed, 
Katzmann said, by charges from Mrs. 
Eaton that the Admiral had poisoned tho 
child and had tried to poison her and 
her daughters. 

Prof. Whitney would testify, Katz- 
mann said, that his analysis of ths 
Admiral’s stomach revealed the presence 
of 15 grains of poison. Two grain was 
enough to kill. 

In eoncluding, the prosecutor said that 
if the jury should find that Mrs. Batoa 
committed the crime while laboring 
under hallucinations that constituted an 
irresistible impulse, the commonwealth 
would be satisfied with a verdict of 
not guilty by reason of insanity.

Judges in Star Chamber Session All Morning 


Ballot on Each Charge Against Executive; 
Length of Trial Now Depends on Hew 
Long It Takes Each to Explain His Vote, 


-. ALBANY, N.-¥., Oct. 16—The High Court of Impeachment a 
which is trying William Sulzer adjourned shortly after 1 o’clock 9 
today, to meet again at 3 o’clock this afternoon, at which time 


it was announced a start would be made on the final vote to deter- 
mine the guilt or innocence of the Governor. 


It was reported that the court voted informally in its secret 
session this morning to remove the Governor from office by a bal- 
lot of 43 to 14. A vote to disqualify him from ever holding an- 
other office under the State was lost, it was said. There seems 
to be no doubt that he will be found guilty and removed from  ~ 


office, but he will not be debarred from holding office again. 


There was not a single vote favorauvile 
to his disqualification in the sécret vot- 
ing, it was reported. 

Guilty on Four Charges. 

Every article of impeachment was 
voted upon separately, accordinggto ins 
news that leaked from the courtroom, 
and. not all of them were sustaitied. 
Those on which the Governor was f- 
ported to have been held guilty were ar- 
ticles 1, 2, 6 and 4 of the impeachment 
charges. The- three are the “money 
articles” having to do with the alleged 
falsification of the Governor's campal 31 
statement and the misuse of campaign 
contributions.

FAR BEHIND 


Head of Great Menagerie Says 
Forest Park Is Ideal Spot 
for Garden. 


WOULD ELIMINATE CAGES 


Tells How Ditches Would Allow 
Beasts to Be Kept With- 
out Restraint. 


Larenz Hagenbeck who succeeded his 
father, the late Carl Hagenbeck, as 
head of the world’s foremost organiza- 
tion for the collection and exhibition of 
wild animals, made a personal inspection 
of the St. Louls Zoo in Forest Park, 
Thursday. 

His expert verdict was that St. Louis 
is far behind other cities both at home 
and abroad in realizing the popular de- 
mand for an adequate zoological garden. 
He did not agree with Park Comimssion- 
er Davis that a great public park was 
not the proper place for a 200. 

“A. z0O constructed according to the 
plans now being followed in all the 
great European cities would not be a 
detriment, but an ornament to this 
beautiful park,” said Hagenback. “The 
site here is an ideal one and so lends 
itself to modern methods of construction 
and arrangement that a zoo could be 
built here at a very moderate cost.” 

‘ould Have No Bars or Cages. 

The picture of a twentieth century 
zoolegical garden, as outlined by Hag- 
enbeck, was fascinating. The new idea 
is to exhibit the animals in their natural 
surroundings, with no bars, nets or 
cages between thim and the spectators. 

This is accomplished through the use 
of wide and deep ditches which take the 
place of the old-fashioned unsightly 
iron bars. The ditches are concealed 
iron bars. The ditches are concealed 
by clever landscape gardening so that 
the spectator receives the impression 
that the animals are free and unre- 
strained. 

“There is absolute safety in this ar- 
rangement,’’ said Hagenbeck. “If a lion 
is on the other side of a ditch which is 
too deep and too wide for him to cross 
he will stay on his own side of that 
ditch. We have found that this ap- 
parent freedom shows off the animals to 
thelr best advantage. They act more 
naturally and are not conscious of re- 
straint. Bears exhibited in the open 
are much more amusing than when they 
are caged.” 

Hagenbeck admired the mountain lions 

which are a feature of the St. Louis 
zoo, but he commented on the‘fact that 
no African lions are there. He was told 
that about a year ago an offer of a 
pair of African lions was made to the 
St. Louls Zoological Society but that 
Park Commissioner Davis refused t» 
accept them on the behalf of the city 
on the ground that their care would in- 
volve too great an expense. 
Cortlandt Harris, an officer of the 
Zoological Society, who accompanied 
Hagenbeck on his visit to the zoo, told 
him of the deaths of several of the 
animals in the last year. 

Surprised at Low Mortality. 

Hagenbeck said that with the housing 
accommodations afforded to them in 
Forest Park, it was a wonder the mor- 
tality had not been greater. 
“A zoo should be built primarily for 
the comfort and health of the animals,”’ 
he said. “Good drainage and proper 
ventilation are necessary. It is a mis- 
take to try to follow the conformation 
of existing driveways in laying out the 
animal houses. I have been told that 
several of the houses here and in other 
zoos have been so built as to face the 
roadways passing in front of them. That 
is a mistake. Most animals thrive best 
in houses which front to the south. 

“Better to Change Driveways.” 

“This rule should be followed without 
regard to the surroundings. It would 
be better to change the direction of tne 
driveways than to sacrifice the hea!th 
of the animals by blindly following the 
rules of architecture and landscape gar- 
dening.”’ 
Hagenbeck said the collection of ant- 
mals in Forest Park, while much smailer 
than those in other cities, would form 
the basis of a good zoo if the proper 
surroundings and comforts were pro- 
vided. He is on his way to San Fran- 
cisco to arrange for an open air exhibi- 
tion of animals at the Panama Exposi- 
tion.

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OFFERED 10 WOMAN 
10 ADMIT MURDER 


Mother of Slain Youth’s Play- 
mate Says She Was Asked to 
Confess to “‘Ritual’’ Killing. 


TELLS OF OTHER THREATS 


Witness Swears Journalist Told 
Her Husband Would Lose Job 
Unless Slayer Was Found. 


By Associated Press. 

KIEV, Russia, Oct. 16.—Evidence was 
given at the resumption of the trial of 
Mendel Beiliss for the murder of the 
boy Andrew Yushinsky in 1911, by Vera 
Tcheberiak, the mother of the mur- 


dered boy’s playfellow. She declared 
that the woman Malitsky, who occupied 
a room above that of the Tcheberiaks, 
nad denounced her owing to a long- 
standing quarrel. 

The witness also recounted her rela- 
tions with a journalist, Brazul Bruss- 
kovsky, who, she said, told her that her 
husband would lose his position in the 


covery of the murderers. 

Madame Tcheberiak swore that she 
was offered $25,000 to take the guilt on 
her own shoulders, those making the 
offer saying it was necessary to refute 
the charges against Beiliss. 

Detective Polistchuk, who was promi- 
nent in the early investigation into the 
murder of the boy, Andrew Yushinsky, 
virtualiy charged Krassovsky, the for- 
mer head of the Kiev detective service, 
with poisoning Eugene Tcheberiak and 
his little sister, Valentine, who, it was 
alleged, had seen Beiliss dragging off, 
Yushinsky. He said he believed that 
both died from eating cakes, which had 
been given to them by Krassovsky. 

Krassovsky, as Inspector of Police, 
was engaged in the case, and in a re- 
port drawn up months ago, gave it as 
his opinion that the killing had been 
done by a band of criminals the head 
of whom was Vera Tcheberiak, mother 
of the two children, Eugene and Valen- 
tine. 

Attacks Previous Testimony. 

Part of Polistchuk’s testimony was di- 
rected against a previous witness named 
Shneerson, with the apparent object of 
implicating Shneerson in the murder. 
His evidence included stories of Jews 
of princely blood residing in the lodg- 
ings of Beiliss and similar incidents. 

During the examination the court ad- 
journed 2¢ minutes to allow him to go 
outside to smoke a cigarette, which he 
said would relieve the illness from 
which he was suffering. 

Shneerson, a Jewish hay dealer, who 
served in the Japanese war, was ex- 
amined earlier. He is a young man of 
good appearance and testified without 
hesitation, in striking contrast to Po- 
listchuk. He lived near the brick works 
where Beiliss was employed, and was 
in the habit of taking his meals with 
him. He declared he had not seen 
Yushinsky around the brick works.

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TRIAL DENOUNCED 
BY EPISCOPALIANS 


Church: Declares Charges of 
“Ritual Murder’ Are Made 
Through Ignorance and 
Superstition. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—The ritual mur- 
der trial at Kiev, Russia, was con- 
demned in a resolution adopted today by 
the House of Deputies, the joint clerical 
and lay body of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, at the triennial general con- 
vention. The Episcopalians also took 
steps to amend their prayer book by 
eliminating the passage in the Good 
Friday collect, where Jews are classed 

with “infidels, Turks and heretics.” 

In presenting the resolution regarding 
the Keiv trial the Rev. Dr. William T. 
Manning, rector of Trinity Church, New 
York, said: “Jews in this city are deep- 
ly moved by this matter. Jewish breth- 
ren have asked me to bring before this 
convention a protest, voicing the senti- 
ments contained in a petition signed in 
England by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury andeby many bishops, clergy and 
laymen of the church.” 

The resolution said: 

“We call up@n the Archbishops, Bish- 
ops and other members of the holy orth- 
odox, Eastern Church of Russia, to 
make formal pronouncement that 
charges of so-called ‘ritual murders’ are 
without foundation and justification in 
the teachings and practice of the relig- 
ion of Israel. 

“We remind them that in the early 
days of Christianity similar charges 
were made by ignorance and supersti- 
tion abainst our own most holy re- 
ligion.”

E. R. Grable Says He Was Told 
in Idaho He Had Leprosy 
and Was Isolated. 


A man giving the name of E. R. Gra- 
ble, 46 years old, but who at first said 
he was John W. Kauch of Pittsburg, 


Pa., when he asked the police for aid, 
is confined in the isolation room of the 
city dispensary on suspicion of being a 
leper. A blood test will be made and if 
it is shown that he is afflicted with 
leprosy, he will be sent to the isolation 
camp at Koch Hospital. 

The man told the police he had been 
pronounced a leper three years ago by 
physicians at Pocatello, Idaho, and was 
isolated for a time, but he escaped. He 
was again isolated as a leper, he said, 
at Salt Lake City, Utah, but departed 
when he was not satisfied with the ac- 
commodations. 

He came to St. Louis from Jackson, 
Tenn., several days ago, he said, and 
used the name of Kauch to conceal his 
identity, as he did not want his family 
to learn of his affliction. His wife and 
children live at Ogden, Utah, he said. 

Dr. M. Cc. Woodruff, chief vaccine 
physician of the Board of Health, and 
Dr. T. P. Brooks of the city dispensary 
staff examined the man and said they 
believe he has leprosy, but that the 
symptoms are not very pronounced.

WHY DRAG IN THE STOCK? 
St. Leuls needs rapid transit, and rapid transit 
means a combination of subway and elevated 
lines, operating in close connection with city and 
suburban surface street railways. 

But St. Louis does not need rapid transit so 
badly that it can afford to consider for a minute 
the proposition contained in an ordinance intro- 
duced into the House of Delegates, July 15, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Railroads. 

Here are the clauses which make the ordinance 
ridiculous, as a business proposition, from the 


‘icity’s viewpoint: 


The net earnings (of which it is proposed to 
pay a share to the city), shall mean the 
amount of earnings left over after paying 
operating expenses and fixed charges, includ- 
ing interest, taxes and insurance, and 6 per 
cent of the bonded indebtedness set aside as 
a reserve fund to provide for the liquidation 
of the bonds, and also 5 per cent on one-half 
of construction to provide for the usual wear 


and tear. 
The bonded indebtedness shall not exceed 


the actual cost of incorporation expense, con- 
struction and equipment, plus 10 per cent 
profit for the contractor, interest on the 
amount of money used from time to time dur- 
ing construction and a reasonable and usual 
discount for placing the bonds. 

The capital stock of the company shall not 
exceed its bonded indebtedness. 


In other words, the company is to be allowed 
to sell enough bonds to build and equip the road 
and cover all incidental costs, including the pro- 
moter’s and contractor’s and banker’s profits, and 
is to be allowed also to issue and sell an equal 
amount of capital stock, this stock representing 
ne actual value whatever, except the value of the 
franchise right to use the city’s streets. 

Inasmuch as the company does not propose 
to pay the city anything whatever for this right, 
until after its earnings have cared for fixed 
charges on the whole investment, and for a re- 
placement fund, an issue of stock would be gratu- 
itous. That the stock is expected ultimately to 
acquire par value is implied by: the ordinance’s 
provision that the city shall levy no taxes on 
the company’s property, and shall not reduce its

a Republican, it is also highly satisfactory to the 
Democrats. 

The only ones who can find no satisfaction in 
it are the Progressives. It not only shows, as 
other elections have shown, that their party is dis- 
integrating, but affords a measure of the estimate 
in which President Wilson is held in a district 
where Col. Roosevelt got more votes than Mr. 
Taft in 1912. 
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Friends of the currency bill will be pleased to 
note that it has been vigorously attacked by form- 
er Senator Aldrich. The great trouble with a pre- 
vious currency measure was Senator Aldrich’s 
support of it. 
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CONCERNING MEMPHIS. 

A reader of the Post-Dispatch calls us to ac- 
count for having praised the short-ballot form of 
city government, commonly miscalled “commis- 
sion government.” He cites the presence of sa- 
loons and gambling places in Memphis, a short- 
ballot city, despite a State-wide prohibition law, 
an proof the short ballot city government is less 
efficient than the ward form of govermment which 
it superseded. 

Memphis has saloons and gambling places 
Memphis had these resorts under the old form 
of government. Memphis has them, in defiance of 
State law, because a 
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of the people of Memphis condemn these places, 
Memphis will have them, under any form of city 
government. 

What short-ballot government has done for 
Memphis, that ward government failed to do, is 
exhibited in lower taxes, vastly improved city san- 
itation, beautification of the people’s parks and a 
large amount of first grade public improvements 
made and paid for without graft. 

Our critic errs in supposing ‘‘the interests” want 
short-ballot government. They have invariably 
fought it to the last ditch, wherever it was adopt- 
ed. Because they know this form of government 
is more quickly and certainly responsive to publie¢ 
opinion than the old ward form of government 
ever was.

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COST OF HIGH AND LOW JUSTICE. 

When Mrs. Billa Voorhees of Alton went for a 
stray horse of hers that had been caught by 
Frank Lohr, she was asked to pay $1 for its care 
while it had been in Lohr’s keeping. Not having 
$1 with her, she made a second errand of it, but 
horse feed between the time of the first and sec- 
ond call had increased to $1.25, the amount asked 
of her. She refused to pay and replevined the 
animal. Three trials followed, Mrs. Voorhees 
winning No. 1 and Lohr Nos. 2 and 3. The appeal 
taken from the third judgment will not be pressed. 
Discovering that the 25-cent claim has so far been 
resisted at an expense of $65 in court costs and 
$150 in attorney fees, Mrs. Voorhees has suspend- 
ed litigation. 

Arthur Cobine, an Edwardsville lad, worked as 
teamster for William Probst and believed when 
$11 was paid him that $1.87 had been withheld 
from him because he was only a boy. After a 
change of venue and a.trial, his resort to the 
courts to prevent advantage being taken of him 
has cost him $48.50. He also will not appeal. 

‘Mofralizing to the effect that litigation over 
small amounts to enforce fancied rights should 
be avoided is easy enough and sound enough. But 
these cases typify the clumsiness and high cost 
of the service rendered by minor courts on the 
Missouri as well as [llinois side of the river. Out- 
rageous injustice is often to be preferred to the 
uncertainty and expense of the processes of these 
courts.

When “fore” is called, 
look the other way, and lean forward, as 
it is better to be hit on any other part of 
the body than on the head. Even when 
‘fore’ is not called, it is better not to 
look back, except when necessary, as 
balls are always liable to be flying (es- 
pecially on small and crowded fields), 
and an eye injury is always among the 
possibilities.

St. Louis Dressed Beef and Ham- 
mond Plants Pass to Swift 
and Morris Control. 


OUSTER SUIT IS PENDING 


No Testimony Has Been Taken 
and Attorney Says Business 
Is Now an Open Book., 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 16.—The 8t 
Louis Dressed Beef and Provision Co. 
and the Hammond Packing Co. have 
gone out of existence since the filing of 
the State’s ouster proceeding to be 
argued at this term of Supreme Court, 
according to M. W. Borders of Chicago, 
attorney for Morris & Co., who was here 
today. 

The St. Louis Dressed Beef Co. was 
taken over by Swift, and the Hammond 
Co., except its plant at St. Joseph, by 
Morris, Borders said. The Hammond 
plant at St. Joseph is operated by Ar- 
mour. 

National Dissolved, He Says. 
The late Daniel Dillon, as Commis- 
sioner, found that the National Packing 
Co. was organized in violation of the 
anti-trust laws of Missouri and that it 
was a price-fixing corporation. Before 
his report was filed in the Supreme 
Court the National dissolved. 

Borders says this dissolution was abso- 
lute and that the packing business, so 
far as Morris & Co. is concerned, is an 
open book. 

A suit against the Morris, Swift and 
Armour companies to fine and oust 
them is pending in the Supreme Court, no 
testimony having beenaaken. Attorney- 
General Barker has said that he will 
prosecute this suit. 

Suit for Fire Damage. 

Borders was here to take the deposi- 
ton of Clarence H. Dixon, former district 
manager of the Missouri District Tele- 
graph Co., to be used in a suit for 
$100,000 damages instituted by Morris & 
Co. against the telegraph company and 
the Illinois District Telegraph Co., which 
do a fire alarm business witn.a large 
number of subscribers in St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and other cities. 
The suit grew out of a fire ™m the 
Morris plant at Kansas City, in which 
negligence of operators of the telegraph 
company is charged. The suit is pend- 
ing in the Federal Court at Chicago. 


CAN CONTROL SEX OF 
PIGEONS AND DOVES 


Chicagoan Says Some Achieve- 
ment Will Be Reached in 
Human Problem Eventually. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—Dr. Oscar Rid- 
dle’s experiments in sex control have 
reached such a stage that he asserts 
he has secured such control over 
pigeons and doves. His experiments 
are continued daily in a gigantic 
aviary where he has more than 600 
pigeons and a barn yard full of 
chick2ns under daily, almost hourly, 
observation. 

“Progress,” he says, “seems to be 
rapid, but it will be years before 
we shall approach the human prob- 
lem, although frum the results so far 
achieved we are confident that that 
will be possible.” 

The research work for sex control 
was begun by Prof. Whitman of the 
University of Chicago in 1903. From 
1908 to 1910, Dr. Riddle was his as- 
sistant and when Prof, Whitman died 
Riddle. took up nis work and has con- 
tinued it.
